U.S. reveals plane attack inside DMZ

com m and acknowledged today 
that 
U.S. 
planes

Communist antiaircraft sites in 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) 
but said it was a protective 
reaction strike provoked when 
North 
V ietnam ese 
gunners 
opened fire on an American 
plane. 


U.S. 
military sources with 
direct knowledge of the incident 
gave a different account. They 
said American planes attacked 
a 
North 
Vietnamese 
troop 
concentration believed assem ­ 
bling rockets in the supposedly 
neutral zone and that the planes 
were not fired on first 


The military sources said the 
raids were carried out by 14 U.S. 
F4 
Phantom 
fighterbom bers 
and five 01 and 02 spotter planes 
arm ed with small rockets, that 
the raid was unauthorized and 
that Washington feared it might 
have repercussions at the Paris 
peace talks.

C o n tr o lle r s 
(FACS) on Wednesday morning 
spotted Communist troop con­ 
centrations on the southern side 
of the Ben Hai R iver which 
divides the two V ietnam s and 
air strikes were called against 
them.

Navy A7 Intruder jet fighters 
reponsed but while they were en

river. The bigger planes then hit 
the antiaircraft sites, wiping out 
a 37 m illim eter site, 
killing 
seven Communist troops and 
touching

am m unition was hit.

It was the first such air strike 
into 
the 
six-mile-wide 
DMZ. 
separating

Although the target area was in 
the 
supposedly 
Demilitarized 
Zone, it is technically a part of 
North Vietnam. 
To the south of the DMZ, 
North Vietnamese units pinned 
down a South Vietnamese force

barrage near Fire Base Fuller 
T hursday 
night 
but 
allied 
helicopters, planes and artillery 
broke up the attack. 
Field reports said four South 
Vietnamese were killed and 10 
wounded in the battle. Military 
sources said two of the South 
Vietnamese dead and four of the 
wounded 
w e re 
stru c k 
by

artillery 
from nearby Camp Carroll in 
the fighting Thursday night. The

WASHINGTON (UPI) -D e fe n se 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird indicated 
today there would be little difficulty 
pulling all GIs out of Vietnam by the 
end of the year as suggested in a 
new Communist peace plan. But he 
said the cost would run to the 
billions. 
As the Nixon adm inistration gave 
close scrutiny to the Communists' 
proposals—including a 
pledge to 
arrange release of American POWs 
in 
r e s p o n s e 
to 
t o t a l 
U .S. 
w ith d ra w l—L aird 
ra ise d 
the 
problem of returning all the U.S. 
equipment and weapons in Vietnam. 
At a planeside news conference at 
nearby Andrews AFB before leaving 
on a F ar E ast trip—with no Vietnam 
stop 
included—Laird 
was 
asked 
whether 
there 
would 
be 
any 
obstacles from the Pentagon's point 
of view toward physically meeting 
the Communist call for a total U.S. 
pullout this year. 
He replied that this was a “ very 
hypothetical question" because it 
did not deal with the m atter of 
equipment. 
“ Personnel 
can 
be 
handled, of course, in a short time, 
he said. 
But he said it would cost billions of 
dollars 
to 
American 
taxpayers 
because it would not be possible to 
remove the equipment as well as the 
troops in the six months remaining 
in the year.

Army officer reveals 
Viefnam warcrimes 


LONDON (UP!) An American Armv 
officer charged on nationwide tclevis on 
Thursday night that his superiors were 
guilty of war crimes in V ietnam He said 
that when he complained prisoners were 
tortured they told him. “ it your stomach is 
too squeamish for this, stay away. 
Lt Col Anthony B Herbert. 41. a much- 
decorated officer who served both in Korea 
and Vietnam, was interviewed at his 
Atlanta. Ga„ home by London's Thames 
Television The interview was shown on 
Independent Television Network Thursday 
night 
According to Herbert, his superiors 
condoned torturing and killing of prisoners, 
he also said officers lived a life of 
swimming pools and pizza parlors and gave 
troops leaves as a reward for boosting the 
“ body count" of Communists killed 
Herbert said he was making the charges 
because he was trying to make the U S 
Army “ an honorable place. 
As a result of earlier charges by Herbert, 
the 
Army 
began 
investigations 
in 
September that included Maj Gen John 
Barnes, former commander of the 17Brd 
Xu born Infantry Brigade in Vietnam; and 
his deputy. Col J Boss Franklin 
Herbert said he also came under 
investigation 
and 
was 
charged 
with 
assaulting men under his command He 
said the Army then ottered to drop the 
charge 
if 
he 
would 
not 
press 
his 
accusations of warcrimes 


One torture incident Herbert said he 
witnessed was on Feb. 14, 1969, when he 
turned over to South Vietnamese police 15 
to 17 Viet Cong suspects captured by his 
unit. 
One of his men. Herbert said, later 
“ came and got me and told me they were 
executing the prisoners. 
“ I ran back and they had four dead males 
on the ground that I d just turned over to 
them -1 recognized one of them —and they 
had a woman, and the woman was being 
held bv the hair with the left hand, the right 
hand of this Vietnamese was around her 
throat with a knife dug in under the 
esophagus. 
“ There was this child hanging on to her 
trouser leg. screaming, and they had 
another child, pushing his face down in the 
sand 
suffocating 
him. 
An 
American 
lieutenant was conducting this thing 1 
grabbed hold of the leiutenant and I hollered 
to stop it. and they cut the woman’s throat 
while 1 was still approaching them and 
dropped the woman to the sand She died 
there in the sand. 


Herbert said he then took the other 
prisoners from the lieutenant and refused 
to give them back when ordered to do so by 
Franklin via radio. But he said they were 
killed by the lieutenant and his Vietnamese 
counterparts 
before 
they 
could 
be 
evacuated from the area 
He did not 
identify the lieutenant.

tomb to the heavy brick 
wall. 
Astronaut

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
Humor is a pie in the face. 
Or a man slipping on a ba­ 
nana peel. Or on astronaut 
who sounds like Jose Jim e­ 
nez. Or Dr. Strangelove run­ 
ning the war room. 
H u m o r is saying “ pan­ 
creas” when you mean “ pan­ 
acea.” Humor is the thump, 
thump, thumping of Bill Cos­ 
by’s chicken heart. Or the 
“ Shazam” of Gomer Pyle. 
Or Jackie Gleason threaten­ 
ing, “ One of t h e s e days, 
Alice.” Or Flip Wilson’s Ger­ 
aldine saying, “ What you 
see is what you get. yeah, 
yeah.” 
Humor is something you 
have a sense of, or don’t. 
And humor is what makes 
you l a u g h when you’ve 
locked your keys in the car 
. . . and it’s raining. 


What makes things funny? 
What is humor? And what 
could possibly be funny these 
days, anyway? 


According to the American 
Collegiate Dictionary, “ Hu­ 
mor consists of the bringing 
together of certain incongru­ 
ities which arise naturally 
from situation or character. 
It frequently illustrates some 
. . . absurdity in human 
nature or conduct.” 
And while the definition 
doesn’t make for b e l l y 
laughs, without it no belly 
laughs would be possible. 
If getting a pie in the face 
were an e v e r y d a y occur­ 
rence, no one would bat the 
proverbial eyelash, let alone 
guffaw, when somebody got 
splattered with a coconut 
cream special. 
It’s the incongruity or ab­ 
normality or absurdity of an 
action or situation t h a t 
makes it funny. 
What humor is not is a 
quip off the top of one’s 


The authorities on humor 
are those who write and per­ 
form it. 
Alan King thinks that all 
human behavior is funny: A 
man slipping on a banana 
peel or getting caught in a 
revolving door are examples. 
What makes people laugh at 
those situations is identifica­ 
tion. They can project them­ 
selves onto the banana peel 
or into the ever-revolving, 
nonstopping door. 
Joan Rivers, whose humor 
concerns girl-wants-husband 
problems, girl-gets-husband- 
then-doesn’t-want-him prob­ 
lems and the like, thinks that 
saying the outrageous—but 
true—things that other peo­ 
ple just think about is funny. 
Changing mores is one of 
her favorite topics. “ When I 
meet a couple these days 
who have been married for 
six months, I ask, “ Any chil­ 
dren?’ ” says Joan. 


Mel Brooks, who writes 
more than performs comedy, 
“ jokes a b o u t the eternal 
verities—God, no God, things 
like that.” 


Rodney Dangerfield finds 
people can identify with his 
“ loser” image — which he 
carefully cultivates. What he 
finds funny is other people. 
“ I get some of my best ma­ 
terial by listening to their 
conversations 
and writing 
them down,” he said. 
Humor brings comic relief 
to people’s lives. And without 
it, the world would be noth­ 
ing to joke about.

Wit, states the dictionary, 
“ is a p u re ly intellectual, 
often spontaneous manifes­ 
tation of cleverness . . . in 
discovering 
analogies

observations or remarks.” 
For example, Mark Twain 
is a humorist (see “ A Con­ 
necticut Yankee in King Ar­ 
thur’s Court” for one) and 
Dorothy P a r k e r is a wit

Coolidge had died, she asked 
sweetly, “ How could t h e y 
tell?” ). 
In o t h e r words, humor 
finds its base in wisdom and 
wit finds its base in clever­ 


ness: “ Humor produces a 
smile, but wit produces sud­ 
den laughter.”

Chicago's priest-politican 
mans race barricades 
New director gets off on right track

CHICAGO — < NEA 
The 
Rev. Francis X. Lawlor paces 
his office in a back room 
of what used to be a corner 
store on West 69th Street 
He looks tense, preoccupied, 
more tired than he realizes, 
like the ship’s captain who 
fears his vessel is about to 
be smashed onto a mass of 
rocks. 
He is talking about why he 
ran his successful campaign 
this spring to become alder­ 
man for C h i e a g o s 15th 
Ward, a largely white South 
Side enclave besieged by 
the spread of the city’s black 
population, 
' The right of a commu- 
nit> to exist has a certain 
priority over the rights of 
an individual or small group 
to come in and take over, 
the 54-vear-old Augustinian 
says “f had seen the change 
taking place across this city 
and other cities for years— 
the white community being 
moved out by violence, psy­ 
chological violence if not 
physical. The schools were 
r o t t e n with turmoil. The 
climate of fear was such 
that people in the white 
community were living like 
c a g e d animals. When you 
see it coming toward you. 
vou have to do something to 
stop it and I’m trying to sta­ 
bilize the existing commu­ 
nity. using Christian moral 
concepts.” 
I^awlor came to Chicago 
from New York in 1946 and 
taught at a Catholic high 
school for 21 years, develop­ 
ing a fear for the future of 
the surrounding white com-

munities that reached igni­ 
tion point in 1966, when civil 
rights groups brought open 
housing marches into the 
area. 
Lawlor responded by or­ 
ganizing the Southwest Asso­ 
ciated Block Clubs, which 
covers a nearly all w hite, 
lower-middle-class area from 
Ashland to Western Avenues 
on the east and west and 
from 59th to 74th Streets on 
the north and south. The 
organization’s official pur­ 
pose is “to keep this low- 
crime area stabilized and

to keeping the blacks out. 
His extraclerical activities 
finally caused John Cardi­ 
nal Cody, archbishop of the 
Chicago archdiocese, to ask 
the Augustinians to reassign 
him in early 1968. The Au­ 
gustinians transferred him 
to TUlsa, Okla., and then 
suspended him when he re­ 
fused to leave Chicago, but 
he is still a member of the 
order and the only reaction 
that came from the archdio­ 
cese and the Augustinians’ 
local office when he ran for 
a l d e r m a n was an embar­ 
rassed silence. 


Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley didn’t welcome him to 
politics, either, since Law- 
lor’s candor is not a quality 
that fits into the city’s sys­ 
tem. 


All of which leaves Law­ 
lor as a kind of religious 
free agent who, as he tries 
to blend the sacred into the 
profane, talks about moral 
concepts that sound peculiar 
to anybody not afflicted with 
the sometimes-understand- 
able paranoia of this city’s 
embattled whites. 


He talks, for e x a m p l e , 
about a black family that 
moved into a house in his 
area and p r o m p t l y was 
forced to move out again 
when the house b u r n e d 
down less than a week after 
they had arrived. 
Would Lawlor condone ar­ 
son in such a situation? (He 
stresses that he was out of 
town when this incident oc­ 
curred.) 


“There are different kinds 
of arson,” he says, shrug­ 
ging. “If a person respects 
the community, he’ll be ac­ 
cepted. but if he comes in 
with a chip on his shoul­ 
der . . .” He shrugs again. 
Lawlor insists that he and 
the whites he leads are not 
racists, that their objections 
to the blacks are based on 
cultural and economic dif­ 
ferences. 
“The blacks just do not 
have the heritage of civil­ 
ized living that white people 
have fought for for 10,000 
y e a r s,” he says. ‘‘I don’t 
think the slave mentality 
has really worn off. They’re 
satisfied with being taken 
care of and they don’t have 
a lot of d r i v e to move 
ahead.” 
He also accuses the blacks 
of being too aggressive. 
“Everybody has to live 
somewhere and if someone, 
w hite or black, wants to live 
in an integrated area, that’s 
up to him,” he says. “But 
the acceptance of integra­ 
tion must be mutual. The 
blacks have been moving 
into neighborhoods and tak­ 
ing over. They want black 
history and black culture in 
the schools. If you want 
good things, you have to al­ 
low others to have them, too. 
Other groups have been able 
to fit into American society 
but the blacks can’t seem to 
do it.” 
The operative considera­ 
tion, for Lawlor as well as 
his constituents, however, is 
physical fear. 
“Our o r gani z at i on has 
helped the people here stay 
cool and kept this a low- 
crime area,” he says. “But 
people react from fear; may­ 
be they’ve lived through the 
change of a neighborhood 
where they lost their home 
and now they don’t want to 
live through it again What 
can you tell people who see 
the 
crime coming 
across 
Ashland A v e n u e , people 
beaten in the streets and ter- 
r o r i z e d , knifings, rapes? 
Murder means nothing to 
these black people they see.” 
Despite apparent despair 
about the black population, 
lawlor has joined with a 
black alderwoman, Anna R. 
l^angford of the neighboring 
16th Ward, in urging that in­ 
terracial task forces be set 
up to promote racial har­ 
mony in their part of the 
city And he is not unaware 
of the problems within the 
black community: 
“Just 
because 
there 
is 
crime in the black areas 
doesn't mean all blacks are 
criminals 
The black com­ 
m u n i t y is victimized by 
crime as much as the whites 
at e 
“I think we’ve b r o k e n 
down most of the racial walls 
in our society now The ball 
clubs are all integrated now, 
1 noticed when 1 was on a 
trip recently that you see 
blacks and whites together 
at all the oases on the high­ 
ways, w h i c h you wouldn’t 
have seen years ago. The 
Post Office is now about 20 
per cent black And there 
are a lot of other improve­ 
ments.”

computerized, cool-modern LaSalle Street office of I aine 
Webber.

And it hurts more 
when vou fall Subconsciously the back thinks about fall­ 
ing and getting hurt more than he used to. One fella on 
the Bears suffered a ruptured kidney and another sepa­ 
rated his shoulder from falling on artificial turf.

DFG tells how to apply for 
hunting permit drawings 


Following the California Fish and 
Game Commission's adoption last 
Friday of 23 special deer hunts, a 
special elk 
hunt and a special 
antelope hunt for the 1971-72 season, 
the Department of Fish and Game 
offers the following information on 
how to apply for the statewide 
drawing for the permits involved: 
Deer Hunts 
The commission authorized 23 
special anterless and either - sex 
deer hunts for which 10,650 permits 
will be available. Maps showing the 
name, code number and area of 
each hunt are available wherever 
hunting licenses are sold. 


Applicants 
must 
file 
on 
the 
application card attached to their 
1971 deer tags. The applications are 
not transferable. For the Camp 
Pendleton hunt, applicants must be 
16 or older. 
Each deer tag holder may file one 
application and may indicate his 
first and second choice of hunts. The 
application must show the names, 
code numbers and zone < if the hunt 
is zoned) of the hunts applied for. In 
multiple-period hunts, assignments 
will be by drawing. 


Up to four persons may file as a 
party by mailing their applications 
in one envelope, but they must be for 
the same hunts. 
Applications for special hunts in 
the early deer season area must

Sacramento 
headquarters no later than 5 p.m. 
August 9, with the drawing to be 
held August 10. 
Applieaions for special hunts in 
the late-season area must reach the 
D FG ’s Sacramento headquarters by 
5 p.m.

1 think many golfers are 
confused by repeated talk 
a b o u t delayed hitting, or 
“ uncocking” of the wrists. 
If you delay your wrist ac­ 
tion too long, you’re apt to 
c o m e into the ball stiff- 
arrned and slice it horribly, 
But there is no question 
that you have to delay your 
hit to play decent golf. That 
means you have to have the 
courage to let your hands 
and wrists release as you 
come into the hitting zone— 
but never too soon. 
If you start your down­ 
swing with your left side, the 
hands and wrists are pulled 
into the hitting area as a 
unit, with the wrists “ un­ 
broken.” Too many people 
get to the top of the swing 


and then start down with the 
hands, because that’s where 
the club is connected. Don’t 
do it. 
Hand and wrist action at 
impact just h a p p e n s if 
you’ve done what you should 
have before, It all takes 
place so fast, but when I ’m 
playing really well. I have 
the feeling t h a t I'm just 
barely getting the clubhead 
to the b a l l in time. That 
m e a n s my left side has 
moved through and pulled 
the hands and wrists along 
in its wake. If 1 can feel my 
hands and w r i s t s snap 
through the ball. I’ve used 
them too soon. 
The point at which I have 
optimum power is when 1 
have shifted my body later­ 
ally as far as 1 can and am 
about to turn it to the left. 
We re talking a b o u t mil­ 
lionths of a second now, but 
that’s the crucial instant.

public safety have prompted 
county 
governments 
to 
adopt 
i n c r e a s in g l y 
r e s t r i c t iv e 
fir e a r m s 
ordinances. 
Most 
public 
lands 
not 
covered by county firearms 
ordinances or iire-season 
closures 
offer 
generally 
poor hunting for cottontails 
and brush rabbits. 
Most 
of the rabbits are 
around the brushy edges of 
green farm lands. But a 
county 
ordinance 
is 
probably 
involved, 
and 
hunting on private property 
r e q u ir e s 
s p e c ific 
p e r m is s io n 
by 
the 
landholder. 
Some 
counties prohibit 


any shooting except during 


specified hunting seasons 
and in specified areas. In 
Los Angeles County it is 
unlawful to use a rifle or 
pistol in taking rabbits. And 
those are just for openers. 
Any hunting license agent,

free booklet of California's

NEW Y O R K — (NEA)—The black l i m o u s i n e snaked 
through the yellow maze that is Fifth Avenue at 7 p.m.

In the back seat of the Cadillac, the Sex Symbol of the 
Seventies wet her lips with her tongue and smiled at me 
from across the seat.

Julie Ege, dressed in practically nothing, peering with 
blue-gray eyes from beneath blond curls and a green 
World War I aviator cap (with earflaps), leaned forward 
and kissed me on the right side of my mouth. 
I sat, numbed, unable to move, as she climbed out of 
the limousine and walked (nicely) into her hotel. As the 
car pulled away again, I closed my eyes, grinned, and 
attempted to recreate the events that led to this wonder­ 
ful circumstance. 
Julie Ege is a 26-year-old Norwegian actress who has 
completed a movie, “ Creatures the World Forgot,” for 
Columbia Pictures. She plays the role of a speechless 
cave girl who, among other things, wrestles with a python 
named Peter. “Creatures” is produced by the same man 
(Michael Carreras) who produced “One Million B.C.,” 
another stoneage flick that started off Raquel Welch as 
Sex Symbol of the Sixties. 
You can see now where all this is heading. Raquel is 
nearly 30, so it’s obviously time for a new Sex Symbol. 
The interview with Miss Ege was originally set for the 
Children’s Zoo in Central Park—in order to create a prim­ 
itive atmosphere in which to discuss a primitive movie, 
of course. But since adults can’t enter Children’s Zoo un­ 
less accompanied by a child, the idea crashed. Julie 
Ege’s only child is in London, where she lives with her 
boy friend. 
So she sat in a nearly empty Central Park restaurant, 
stuffed into something that once might have been a Bos­ 
ton Celtics basketball uniform.

‘What are you doing in this place?’ ‘Starving.’ ‘What’s the 
matter, honey? Did vou marry a poor man, too?’ Miss 
Ege has been married twice: at 16 to a farmer in Norway, 
later to a dentist. I kept marrying when I was young. It 
was the only thing for a young girl in Norway. 
“ ‘With everybody running around nude in films, maybe 
there’s no need for a sex symbol . . . (speaks English with 
British accent) . . . If I succeed there’s a need for it . . . 
maybe people want all that in one person. 
“ ‘As a child, I was terrible ugly with stiff, mouse-gray 
hair and a fat, broad face . . . at 14, I fell in love with a 
married man and, pining away for him, lost weight and 
suddenly I was a girl . . . 36-24-36 . . . Why? 
“ ‘I do what I like and my dog does as he likes. I like

felt that he will return to Alabama 
next year to run as a Republican 
against Sen. John J. Sparkman, who 
is serving his fourth term in the 
Senate after 12 years in the house.

formidable candidate, appealing to 
independents and Democrats as an 
Alabaman

LBJ : deceitful? 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 


Since 
the 
New 
York 
Tim es 
published the Pentagon papers on 
our Vietnam war involvement, the 
winds have been angrily howling the 
nam e 
of 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson. 
Wisconsin D em ocrats in convention 
have resoundingly condemned him 
for “ having deceived the American 
public.” 


T he 
W isconsin 
stirring is clearly 
the consequence of 
the conviction there 
and elsew here that 
the Tim es' 
report 
“ proves 
Johnson 
decided on Sept. 7, 
1964. to bomb North 
V i e t n a m , 
b u t 
withheld word while 
telling voters *n the 
1964 cam paign he 
would do no such 
thing. 


But of course the Pentagon papers 
and the Tim es do not say that. On 
June 14. the newspaper said “ the 
Johnson adm inistration reached a 
‘general 
consensus' 
at 
a 
White 
House strategy m eeting" on that 
date “ the air attacks against North 
Vietnam would probably have to be 
launched. 


Nowhere in the vast torrent of 
published 
words is it said that 
Johnson so decided, either on Sept. 7 
or anv other date short of Feb. 6, 
1965. when bombers w ere in fact 
ordered to hit North Vietnam. 
As I noted in a prior column. 
Newsweek s Charles Roberts, in a 
book published in late 1965. offered 
far harder news — that LBJ told 
him flat out that h i had decided in 
October, 
1964. 
to 
bomb 
North 
Vietnam. 
Since that column was written, 
Johnson is reported as saying — 
through associates — that he did 
NOT decide to hit the north before 
February, 
1965, 
But 
his 
prior 
u t t e r a n c e 
to 
R o b e r t s 
w a s 
unequivocal and unqualitied. 
What we may be dealing with 
here, in part, are Johnson's possible 
m isperceptions ot 
himself 
as a 
decision-maker. 
He perceives himsell as a man 
who truly has not finally decided 
anything until a decision is about to 
be executed. 
When 
he 
first 
took 
office, 
reporters who tried to characterize 
his "presidential mind 
cam e up, 
alm ost universally, with this: 
At some point in the hard give- 
and-take on an issue, having heard 
Ins advisers talk it out, he chose his 
course. 
He may or may not have been 
impressed 
with 
a 
consensus 
among his advisers. He may or may 
not 
have 
read 
or 
heard 
what 
particular men offered. Top aide 
Maxwell Taylor in those early days 


is said to have written him two or 
three m em os a week. Private word 
is LBJ never read them 
A key factor, possibly unique with 
him: 
Once 
having 
decided, 
the 
m atter is not closed. He always 
tested 
his 
choices 
endlessly, 
indulging 
in 
midnight 
telephone 
m arathons with favored consultants 
(among them Clark Clifford. Abe 
Fortas. Ja m e s Rowe. Arthur Dean >. 
agonizing 
with 
his 
old 
Senate 
friends, poring over fresh m aterials, 
rechecking his aides. 
On Feb 6, 1965, with the order to 
bomb North Vietnam ready to go, 
the then Defense Secretary Robert 
M cN am ara asked the President if 
he could have a couple of minutes to 
say one last thing. As Roberts has it 
in his book. “ L B J's Inner Circle, 
the President replied: 
“ I d hug you if you d take two 
minutes more. 
In their book, “ Facing the Brink, 
journalists 
Edward 
Weintal 
and 
Charles 
B artlett describe LBJ s 
style as it applied to the bombing 
m atter: 
“ He took immense pains to hide 
his own thoughts but he wrestled 
constantly with the problem and 
telephoned subordinates at all hour- 
to 
se e k 
a n s w e r s 
to 
f r e s f 
misgivings. 
To us, looking at Johnson from the 
outside, it may sound unreal to hear 
Johnson say he decides only at the 
last minute. In that rare moment 
with Roberts in the spring ol 196.» 
Johnson himself said the bombing 
decision «not contingency plan* had 
com e four months before action. 
But 
his 
rationalization ot 
the 
process m ay be very real to him. It 
is no surprise he says now he did not 
decide 
far ahead 
to 
mount air 
strikes against North Vietnam. 
Knowing what he says ot 
his 
decision - making, we must ask 
fairly whether he saw himself as 
deliberately deceitful in the 1964 
campaign * By his perhaps blurry 
lights, HAD he chosen to bomb oi 
was 
the 
choice 
still 
to c o m e ’ 
Johnson m ay not be Mr 
Honor 
Scout of the 1960s, but that question 
deserves subtle judgm ents rooted in 
the fullest evidence
